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The recitation within claim 6 of "target humidity based on the temperature of the fuel cells and the wet condition of the fuel cells after power 
generation is halted" will not be entered because it is new matter which requires futher consideration and search. 

With regards to the Applicant's arguments that the Mathias, Busenbender, and Suzuki taken alone or in combination do not suggest the 
feature of controlling the moisture adjusted gas generating mechanism to supply the moisture, please note the following comments. These 
arguments are not persuasive, as discussed in the previous office action, Mathia discloses the moisture adjusted gas generating 
mechanism (2:54-3:7). Busenbender teaches a control system which produces signals during inactivity of the fuel cell system to avoiding 
freezing within the fuel cell [0014]. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide 
moisture control within the fuel cell of Mathias because Busenbender teaches producing signals to avoid freezing of a fuel cell during 
inactivity of the fuel cell. The features argued as missing are present within the cited references. 
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
